The Senate m et a t 1 0 a . 
m., P i t “blent Mansfield 
in the chair. Roll called. Quorum pi 'csent. Journal 
of yesterday read and approved. 
Mr. D a v is , in order to enable Mr. Hill .to make his 
argum ent against the bill, moved to recou’sider the 
vote whereby the substitute for S. B. 197 wax' passed. 
Mr. C o n g e r moved to lay the motion to rec onsider 
upon the table. * Lost. 
The motion to reconsider was carried. 
Mr. H i l l d en ú d th at the i resent revenue law v'M 
un-American, and stated th at many States of th e 
Union had the same law. 
The association of capital 
in incorporated companies would not cease in 
consequence of th at law. 
On the contrary, 195 
companies, representing, $838,000,000, were incor­ 
porated in the year 1880. The people of California 
owed 
$20,000,000 
less 
than 
they 
had 
pro 
vious to 
the adoption of 
the present law. 
In the year 
before 
its 
adoption there 
were 
221 failures, representing $5,317,000. the year after 
111 failures, representing $1,790,000. 
It had been 
said in opposition to the present law that if m e t- 
gages and deiiosits were taxed interest would be 
raised. The contrary result had fallowed. 
In 1S80 
the savings banks loaned $6,500,000. Cheaper rates 
of interest favored labor. There was no danger of 
the capital of California going East in pursuit of 
3 or 4 per cent, interest. 
Of the “ im m oital 2i" 
who passed this law last w inter many had fallen 
down. Their change of sentim ent looked as though 
they had fallen in the dust and were groveling there, 
licking the bauds th at smote them . R ut they would 
rue the day. 
Messrs C o n g e r and K a n e replied to the argu­ 
m ents of Mr. Hill and defended their course m vot­ 
ing for the bill under discussion. 
Mr. E nos said th at had it not been for the attack 
of Mr. Hill upon the W orlungmenSenators,including 
himself, lie probably would have continued to do as 
he had begun, and silently vote in favor of the 
bill. 
It was the part of candor, however, to ac 
knowledge th at he had been m istaken in the views 
which he entertained last w inter, and he adm itted 
th at he had changed his mind. 
In his district 
1,800 people hail been compelled to pay taxes on 
their bank deposits during the last year. 
The pej- 
ple of San Francisco were almost unanimously op­ 
posed to the present revenue law ;. 70,000 bank de­ 
positors were «rying for relief from double taxation. 
In reply to the charges of the gentlem an from Mon­ 
terey, he would say th at he had not been elected by 
capital or corporations, but by the bone and blood 
and sinew of the land, and in opposition to and de­ 
fiance of wishes of corporations. 
He was not here 
as the slave but as the m aster of corporations. 
He 
agreed *n some respects w ith Jere Black, and be­ 
lieved th at corporations should be controlled by the 
people. 
Like Senator Sears, however, he believed 
in the encouragem ent and protection of such cor­ 
porations as were in the interest of the general wel­ 
fare. 
The speaker concluded w ith a warm tribute 
to the energy and genius of the m n who had united 
the A tlantic to the Pacific with bands of iron. 
Mr. Ciiask candidly adm itted th at the C onstitu­ 
tion required double taxation, and he believed in it. 
There was not a State in the Union where double 
taxation did not exist. 
The motion to reconsider was lost by a vote of 20 
to 10. 
Mr. J ohnson moved th at the vote by which S. B. 
119 had been passed be reconsidered. 
Lost by a 
vote of 24 to 13. 
Mr. W est asked consent to introduce a bill, ex­ 
plaining th at its object was to supply a defect in 
Sections 3664 and 3665 of the Political Code, and 
insure the collection of assessments from railroads. 
The Senate refused consent by a vote of 21 ayes to 
16 uoes. 
Mr. N e u m a n n arose to a question of privilege, and 
stated th at the asser;ion attributed to him by the 
correspondent of the E xam iner, th at Mr. Chase was 
a highwayman and Messrs. Zuck and Burt sneak- 
thieves, was untrue. 
If the m istake had been made 
through any misapprehension he expected to have it 
corrected. 
If it were a malicious perversion of his 
rem arks he did not desire to have it corrected. 
Petitions were presented by Messrs. M o r e l a n d , 
A nderson, C onger and Brown, urging the passage 
of Messrs. Crank’s and W est's viticultural bills, all 
of which were referred to the Committee on Agri­ 
culture. 
Reports of committees. 
Messages from the Assembly. 
Mr. W e s t moved th at Crank’s bill relating to viti­ 
culture, which had passed the Assembly, be made 
the special order for Friday at 2 P. M. 
M e s s rs . JOHNSON a n d H il l o p p o s e d t h e m o tio n . 
Mr. L a n g f o r d moved to amend by referring the 
bill to the Committee on Agriculture, with instruc­ 
tions to amend. 
After considerable discussion Mr. W e s t withdrew 
his form er motion and moved th at the bill be re­ 
ferred to the Committee on on Agriculture. 
Here the Senate took the usual recess. 
A f te rn o o n S e s sio n ,

would be no excuse for an extra sessi n. 
Mr. ZlTK was in favor of adjourning »t the end of 
the sixty days. 
When th at fact was settled it would 
be more likely th at the appropriation- and other 
im portant bills w«*uld be passed on 
th at ac­ 
count. 
It would take six months to pass the most 
im portant bills. There were 387 bills on the Assem 
bly file, anil the rule was there established th at no 
bill should be taken up out of order. 
Mr. J o h n s o n wanted to adjourn immediately at 
the end of the sixty days, ai d would prefer Thurs­ 
day evening to Friday morning. 
He deemed the 
argum ent of Senator Satterw hite against adjourn­ 
m ent as an argum ent in its favor. 
Mr. P ardee was opposed to an immediate ad­ 
journm ent. 
8o far as the Senate was concerned, it 
had done w ell; but the other house had done 
nothing, and he, for one, was willing to remain here 
for six m onths and compel the Assembly to do its* 
business, regardless of the perils of miasma. 
Mr. II ii.l was in favor of an immediate considera­ 
tion of the resolution. 
He had business of his own 
to attend to, and, consequently, he was auxious to 
adjourn. 
Mr. E n o s favored considering the resolution at 
once. 
If it came up for action he w ould express his 
views ou the subject. 
He believed in in om iing the 
other house of w hat conclusion the Senate had 
reached. 
’ Mr. La.mpson was in favor of postponing the reso­ 
lution until Monday. 
Mr. Davis said in certain contingencies he would 
be willing to adjourn on Frida}'. 
In certain other 
contingencies lie would not. 
His action would de­ 
pend on circumstances. 
He saw no reason for 
haste. 
Mr. Dickinson claimed th at by adopting the reso­ 
lution an im petus would be given to legislation. 
He saw no better way to break the deadlock in the 
other house than by passing the resolution.

would place it on its m ettle. 
The Assembly had no 
difficulty yesterday in ¡*assing the viticultural bill. 
Mr. S ears believed in looking the m atter squarely 
in the face. 
He w:-s in favor of the resolution, and 
thought an extra session was inevitable.

SPEECH OF SENATOR KANF. 
•Mr. Kane said : Mr PresideLt, before a rote is 
taken on this bill I deem it a duty to the people 
whom I represent, and to n n self, to eive the 
reasons which induce me to vote for it. 
It is a well- 
known fact that at the last session L voted for the 
revenue bill now in force. 
I did so conscientiously 
believing it to be in the interest of the laboring man 
and of the poor. 
I did not set myself ud us the 
judge of such a measure, nor did I pretend to fore­ 
cast the result. 
I adm it that I followed the lead of 
the 
Senator 
from 
Sonoma 
(Mr. 
Moreland.)

confidence

and imposed burdens upon the hum ble poor which 
they ought not to bear. To this same conclusion I 
am sat stied every representative of the W 'k in g ­ 
man’s party on this floor has come. Take for illus­ 
tration the instance which comes nearest home to 
those who toil and save—’h at of depositors in sav­ 
ings banks. 
When the bill in question was passed, 
savings banks were making dividends to deposit rs 
of from eight to twelve percent, per annum , and hut 
one tax was levied upon the depositor's money. 
U nder such a state of affairs industry w’as encour­ 
aged and frugality m et its reward. 
But how is it 
now? The savings bank, which is b u t the agent of 
the depositor—the representative nearly always of 
the poof, ami often of the widow anil orphan 
i* 
taxed on every dollar of the depositors’ money th at 
its vaults contains, and when this is done the Asses­ 
sor seeks the abode of labor and finds, and the Jaw 
taxes the bank-book, which is the evidence only 
th at the depositor has an interest in that, which 
has already been taxed; and the re n t 13, th at 
instead of the poor man receiving from $:> to 
$12 free of taxes on his $10j of hard earned 
money, he now 
receives 
but 
$5 50 per 
an­ 
num, out of 
which 
he must pay a tax of 
at least $2. 
1 am satisfied this is double taxation.

et ai welfare of the State ami m ust find the reward 
of his labor in the universal prosperity of the whole 
community. 
I have learned that under laws which 
pretend to tax the rich only th at the poor cannot 
escape. That poverty and toil m ust bear to some 
extent 
the 
burden 
of 
governm ent 
so long 
as 
governments 
are 
compelled 
to 
impose 
burdens ; 
but 
never 
uuderstandingly 
will 
I give 
my 
consent 
to 
a measure 
which 
doubles the bunlcus cf the poor only to relievo 
those whose wealth renders relief 1,0 necessity. 
Good as were the motives of the fram ers 01 the 
present law, I know it has oppressed the poor— re­ 
duced their incomes—and throw n obstacles in th e 
way of their ju st efforts to achieve a competency. 
As I underetan 1 the effects of the present law, so do 
the people whom 1 represent. 
In obedience to their 
will and to the dictates of 111 conscience, I will vote 
for the bill under consideration, to the cud th at they 
may have the relief which their necessities require 
and which justice demands. 


REMARKS OF SENATOR CHASE—AN ADVOCATE 
OF DOl-BLR TAXATION.

BULLDOZING. 


it has been stated of late th a t some of 
th e N ational Banks are try in g to bulldoze 
th e G overnm ent in th e m atterof th e refund­ 
ing bill by surrendering th eir circulation. 
T heir action is certainly quite a new kind 
of bulldozing, if b ulldozng it be. 
The 
refunding bill provides, in the fifth section, 
th a t all N ational Banks m ust buy three per 
cent, bonds as security for their note circu­ 
lation. 
I t m ight be thófight, by dispas­ 
sionate observers, th a t th is provision in­ 
volved the m ost high-handed bulldozing of 
th e N ational B anks by Congress. 
A nd 
w hoever takes th a t view m o lt assuredly 
takes th e rig h t view. 
In th e first place, 
nubody knows w hether a three per cent, 
bond can be floated. 
The m ost experienced 
financiers believe th a t it cannot. T here are 
no precedents to guide the country. 
All 
th a t can be said is th a t no such security 
has ever y et been floated in th e U nited 
S tates. 
The advocates of th e bill seek to 
ju stify th eir position by supposing th a t a 
general decline of in terest is about to take 
place. 
A t th e sam e tim e th ey express the 
belief th a t the country was never more 
prosperous. 
Now these tw o positions are 
u tte rly incom patible. 
A decline of in te r­ 
est only tak es place w hen there is a dearth 
of em ploym ent for capital. 
If there is such 
a d earth at present, it follows th a t the 
country cannot be prosperous. 
B ut iu fact 
there 
are 
m any evidences of 
increas­ 
ing 
prosperity. 
N ew 
industries 
are 
being 
created, 
new 
undertakings 
of 
all 
kinds 
are 
being 
organized, 
and 
it 
is 
a 
fair 
presum ption 
th a t 
th e tendency henceforw ard will be tow ards 
a higher instead of tow ards a lower rate 
of interest. 
If th a t be th e ca9e, then 
Congress has by th e passage of the refund­ 
ing bill undertaken to coerce all the N a­ 
tional Banks into investing in bends which 
bear a low er rate of interest than will- in 
all probability be obtainable elsewhere, and 
if th is is not the m ost outrageous and 
sham eless kind of bulldozing we do not 
know w hat constitutes th at operation. Itis, 
as a m atter of course, th e privilege of the 
N ational Banks to surrender th eir circula­ 
tio n w henever they choose to do so, and if 
th ey apprehend los3 instead of gain by 
continuing to ■ ain tain th eir note circula­ 
tion under the refunding bill, they are per­ 
fectly justified in abandoning th a t p art of 
th e ir business. 
The tru th is th at Congress 
is doing all the bulldozing th a t is being 
done in th e premises, and if the experim ent 
fails (supposing, th a t is, th a t th e refunding 
b ill becom es a law), it will have no one to 
blam e bu t itself. 
I t is well for the R e­ 
publicans, apparently, th a t they have not 
to stan d th e responsibility of the new re­ 
funding bill. 


TH E 
INAUGURATION. 


T here appears to be quite an agitation at 
W ashington over the arrangem ents made 
by G eneral Sherm an for stationing the 
visiting m ilitia on th e occasion of General 
G arfield’s inauguration. 
I t seems th at all 
th e visiting m ilitia counted upon being 
so placed th a t they w ould 
have 
full 
opportunity for seeing th e spectacle, but 
th a t G eneral Sherm an has so posted them 
th a t several battalions or regim ents will 


lose th e entire sight, and in fact m ight 
ju s t as well be a t home. 
I t is difficult to 
see how this can be rem edied, however. 
M ilitia m ust on such an occasion he treated 
from a m ilitary standpoint, and it is evi­ 


d en t th a t it m ust be impossible fer all 
these regim ents to obtain the best possible 
positions. 
Those who w ish only to w it­ 
ness th e inauguration, therefore, will do 
w isely to go to W ashington as citizens, 
and no t as soldiers. 


HOW TO TEST 
THEIR 
GOOD 
FAUH. 


W ith in tb s past few days certain per- 
sor.s have come forw ard w ith declara­ 
tio n s of 
th eir 
concern for the 
public 
weal, and have sought to produce the 
belief th a t they w ere bent upon solv­ 
ing th e D ebris problem by p u ttin g a stop 
to hydraulic m ining. 
I t -ft-ould perhaps be 
w orth 
w hile 
to 
inquire 
w hy 
these 
professors of a suddenly assum ed public 
spirit did not 
come to th e 
front in 
th e beginning of th e legislative session, 
and w hy th eir energies should have been 
restrained 
until 
it 
is manifestly' too 
late for them to accomplish anything. 
There are, however, more im portant con­ 
siderations than these before us, anu to 
them we shall attend. 
I t 
has 
been 
alleged by some of these eleventh-hour 
w orkers th a t the L egislature is no t really- 
indisposed to tak e any action 
against 
hydraulic m ining, b u t th a t i t has in some 
m ysterious 
w ay 
been 
hindered 
from 
attacking th a t interest by th e efforts of 
the defenders of th e D ram age A ct. 
Tiieir 
assertion is th a t if only th e Drainage A ct 
was repealed, th e Legislature would in­ 
stan tly tu rn round and tak e strong action 


against hydraulic mining. 
Now it is perfectly clear th a t th e reverse 
of this allegation is very- m uch th e m ore 
logical and reasonable. 
The friends of the 
D rainage A ct have been forced to rely upon 
th a t m easure as th e sole means of protec­ 
tion and relief, because of the notorious 
indisposition of th e Legislature to in te r­ 
fere w ith hydraulic m ining. 
T hey are, 
therefore, in a position to say to th e sham 
friends of the people “ If you believe th a t 
“ the Legislature can be persuaded to stop 
“ hydraulic m ining, prove your faith by 
“ your w orks. 
P resent some bill which 
“ will afford im m ediate relief if enacted. 
Lobby for it. 
Secure its passage. 
And 
“ when you have done this, you may come 
“ to us, and we will talk about th e repeal 
“ of th e debris b ill.'’ 
T his is the only 
common-rense course th a t th e pretended 
opponents of hydraulic mining can adopt, 
b u t it is to be noted th a t they have not 
thought of any such program m e. 
W ith 
all their hysterical clam or they have th u s 
far evolved nothing b u t a concurrent rer. 
olation proposing a resort to litigation by 
th e State. 
T h at is not a practical or a 
present rem edy, and everyone knows this. 
L itigation, even if ultim ately successful, 
cannot be depended upon to relieve the 
people of th is valley. 
T he slow processes 
of th e C ourts w ould to a certaiuty in ter­ 
pose such delays th a t long before a conclu­ 
sion was reached the destruction sought to 
be averted m ight have been consummated. 
Litigation, therefore, cannot be regarded 
as an efficient m eans of protecting the 
valley, and those who favor it while calling 
for th e repeal of the debris bill are open 
to the charge of insincerity. 
B ut why should anyone demand the re­ 
peal of the debris bill as a prelim inary to 
a renew al of litigation ? 
Is it not known 
to the public th a t the debris bill consti­ 
tu tes no bar to legal proceedings a t pres­ 
ent ? 
I t is as open to the farm ers a3 it ever 
was to bring suit against th e miners. 
The 
enactm ent of tiie debris bill has not ope­ 
rated to restrain them in any way. 
The 
position therefore th a t the repeal of the 
debris bill is necessary for any such pur­ 
pose is a false and fraudulent position, and 
w hoever advances it is attem pting to de­ 
ceive the people. 
N o legislation had in 
the [rem ises interferes in the least respect 
w ith th e rig h t of th e citizen to seek re­ 
dress through th e C ourts, and th is fact 
should be clearly comprehended. 
If the anti-hydraulic agitators are sincere, 
th ey can easily vindicate th eir motives. 
W e have shown them th e way, b ut we 
venture to predict th a t th ey wili not follow 
it, for nothing is farther from 'their reten­ 
tions than to assist in settling this question 
outside of th e Courts. 
They have, in 
tru th , show n no disposition w hatever to 
urge anything practical. 
They propose 
nothing th a t w ould not req u ire-years of 
tim e and huudreds of thousands of dollars 
iu m oney to carry out, and when the end 
was a t last reached xhe decision m ight be 
against th e interests of the Sacram ento 
Valley. 
T h at is th e kind of program m e 
these pretentious cliarlataus are try ing to 
bolster up ju st now. 
I t is on its face a 
m ockery, a delusion, and a snare. 
I t is 
obviously intended as a Btalking horse 
under cover of which th e debris biil—the 
one protective agency capable of accom­ 
plishing anything—m aybe attacked. “ S ur­ 
render all your defenses,” say these people, 
“ and tru st to a Legislature, which has 
“ never y et shown the faintest sign of caring 
“ tw o straw s about your interests, for relief 
“ and protection.” 
The proposition is so 
imbecile 
and fatuous th a t we "are sur­ 
prised to find it advocated by meu who 
certainly appear in other respects not a 
little jealous of th eir reputation for intelli­ 
gence. 
T he in terest of the people of th e Sacra­ 
m ento valley, however, is plain enough. 
T hey cannot afford to abandon one line of 
defense before they have secured a n o th e r; 
and a program m e of litigation is not a new 
line of defense, but a m ere trap. 
They 
m ust cling resolutely to the debris bill so 
long as the Legislature refuses to interfere 
w ith hydraulic m ining. 
They m ust hold 
on to th a t m easure u n til some other and 
sw ifter and more effective means of protec­ 
tion ¡3 accordtd them . 
They m ust tu rn a 
deaf ear to the men who pretend th a t it is 
safe or wise to abandon th is bill, y et who 
have nothing b u t uncertainty to recom­ 
m end as a su b stitu te for it. 
All who are 
allied w ith such propositions m ust be re­ 
garded w ith sharp distru st, for it is clear 
th a t they are p ot disinterested or intelli­ 
gent friends of th e people. 
As th e case 
stands 
to-day, 
if 
the 
debris 
bill 
is 
allowed to be repealed there is no protec­ 
tion rem aining ; 
and be it rem em bered 
farther, th a t it w ill never be too late to 
have recourse to litigation, though past 
experience has show n how frail and uncer­ 
tain a defense th e C ourts are a t the best. 
If, however, th e new ly-discovered oppo­ 
nents of hydraulic m ining m ean to justify 
th eir position, they will have to take our 
advice, 
and it w ill then be seen how 
much they had to proceed upon in their 
pretense th a t hydraulic m ining could be 
stopped. 


TH E 
OBSTRUCTIONISTS. 


T h at portion of E uréka, N ev., lying be­ 
tw een Buel street and th e m ountain, and 
w hich has eq often been sw ept by fire and 
flood, will, apparently, never be rebuilt. 
Property-holders evidently desire to take 
no more risks. 


The indications up to th is tim e have been 
th a t the end of th e legislative session would 
be reached before anything bad been done. 
The motives which have led m em bers to 
obstruct legislation are various and to some 
extent com plicated. 
The R epublicans no 
doubt desire to pass the appropriation and 
apportionm ent bills. 
T he D em ocrats are 
willing to pass the appropriation bill, but 
not the apportionm ent bill, w hich they 
allege has been unfairly draw n. 
B ut both 


Republicans and D em ocrats are m ixed in 
th e com plications over th e debris repeal 
bill, and it is here th a t obstruction appears 
to have taken th e shape of blind and reck­ 
less m alignity. 
T he anti-D ebris m em bers 
have m ade the m ost b itte r and determ ined 
fight possible. 
T hey have shown 
the.r 
w illingness to block all legislation ra.h er 
th an abandon th eir position of inflexible 
hostility to th e one m easure w hich prom ­ 


ises protection to th e Sacram ento valley. 
T he a ttitu d e of these raem bers is very 
peculiar. 
H ad they a t th e beginning of 
th e session taken iss’Ye w ith th e engineer­ 
ing plans adopted ; h ad th ey undertaken 
to show th a t th e s e plans could not ac­ 
com plish th e objects sought by th e m ; had 
they recogniz-,d th e urgency of the situ a­ 
tion, and b ro u g h t forw ard m easures of 
their ow n calculated to afford th e needed 
relief in some other w a y ; th eir course 
w ould nave had some plausible excuse, 
how ever m istaken. 
B ut it is necessary to 
em phasize th e fact th a t from first to last 
th e y have concentrated all th e ir efforts 
upon th e repeal of th e D rainage A ct, and 
th a t th ey have m anifested throughout the 
m ost contem ptuous indifference to the in­ 
terests im periled by th e flow of debris from 
the hydraulic mine3. 
T hey have in fact 
m ade it conspicuously apparent th a t all 
they w anted w as to deprive the Sacra­ 
m ento valley of protection, and th a t they 
cared 
nothing 
w hat befell 
it as 
the 
result of th eir narrow -m inded 
and u n ­ 
statesm anlike policy. 
A more indefensible course th an these 
m em bers have followed it would bo diffi­ 
cu lt to conceive of. 
They have not even 
taken the trouble to pretend th a t they 
were open to argum ent. 
T he ( lovernor in 
his special message laid before them the 
facts of the case iu all its aspects, dispas­ 
sionately and alm ost exhaustively. 
They 
have not sought to traverse any of the 
statem ents th ere advanced. 
T hey have 
not alleged th a t th e situation was in any 
respect less grave th an had been repre­ 
sented. 
They have tacitly accepted the 
facts presented as true, and in the teeth 
of these facts th ey have stood up and de­ 
clared th a t th ey would render all legisla­ 
tion impossible rath er th an fail in depriv­ 
ing the Sacram ento valley of relief and 
protection. 
So far as argum ent is concerned this ob­ 
structive phalanx long ago abandoned it. 
A t first th ey pretended th a t th e trivial 
S tate tax of one-tw entieth of one per cent, 
w a3 th e m ain objection to th e bill. 
Find­ 
ing th a t th is p retex t was too absurd to be 
accepted, th ey dropped it, and thencefor­ 
w ard they sim ply insisted on the repeal of 
th e bill w ithout offering any reason w hat­ 
ever, b u t w ith ever increasing stubborn­ 
ness and vindictiveness. 
N ever was the 
half of a great S tate treated w ith such 
studied disrespect and open hostility by 
any portion of a legislative body. 
I t is 
not the D rainage A ct th a t these m em bers 
have been fighting, b u t th e whole of N o rth ­ 
ern California. 
They have set out to de­ 
feat the conclusions of science by a dis­ 
play of b ru te force. 
They cannot defend 
or justify th eir position, b u t th ey can ad ­ 
here to it w ith bull-dog tenacity. 
Do these m em bers ever realize th a t there 
will be a sequel to th eir present perform ­ 
ance ? 
Da th ey never look far enough into 
the future to recognize th e fact th a t if the 
Sacram ento valley is rendered uninhab­ 
itable by their action, there w ill be a rigid 
accounting hereafter ? 
P artisans are sup­ 
posed to have tolerably keen perceptions 
regarding 
p arty considerations, 
bu t 
it 
seems th a t none of these politicians have 
ever asked them selves w hat the conse­ 
quence would be of arraying the whole 
N orthern California against w hatever po­ 
litical program m e they m ay hereafter be 
identified w ith. 
The people of th is valley 
have suffered m uch in the past, b u t they 
have not lost th eir energy or th eir resolu­ 
tion. 
The S tate has not for m any years 
here so situated politically th a t either 
p arty could regard it as safe or sure for 
t ieir side. 
Iu th e future th e overwhelm- 
iag question throughout th is valley will he 
the question of its salvation, and it will re­ 
quire all who seek office at its hands to 
tako clear and unm istakable positions on 
this subject. 
M em bers from other parts of th e State 
perhaps think they can afford to snap their 
fingers a t this valley, h ut neither of the 
political parties can venture to court the 
hostility of th is section, and if they im ­ 
agine th a t they can we invite them to try 
the experim ent ju st once. 
The Sacra­ 
m ento valley has been m ost sham efully 
used by these obstructionists, and if they 
succeed in their aim we do n et hesitate to 
predict th a t it will fling party bonds to the 
w ind hereafter, and m ake th is its one ab­ 
sorbing issue, no m atter who is hu rt. G en­ 
tlem en will do well to rem em ber th a t 
N orthern California lias a t least a riglii to 
fair treatm ent, and th a t the conspiracy to 
repeal th e debris bill, and to leave her 
w ithout rem edy of any kind, is the reverse 
of fair treatm ent. 
The question of appor­ 
tionm ent is a very sm all question in com­ 
parison w ith th e debris bill, so far as this 
region is concerned, and allegiance to p a r­ 
tisan schemes cannot be expected from 
those who find them selves flouted and 
abandoned by political managers. 
The ob­ 
structionists have thus far m ade a purely 
m alignant warfare agiin3t th e m ost vital 
interests of the valley, and th eir position 
will assuredly not be forgotten speedily. 


THE BOERS. 


Though th e valor of the Boers Í3 in­ 
contestable, it is by no means so clear th at 
the civilization they represent is a kind 
w hich deserves to be perpetuated. 
A t 
lea3t th e great m ajority of the Am erican 
people will hardly feel very enthusiastic 
over the struggles of a people who are 
fighting not m erely to m aintain th eir inde­ 
pendence, b u t to vindicate th eir lig h t to 
enslave th eir neighbors. 
For these sturdy 
Boers are profoundly attached to slavery, 
and m oreover they dem and th e privilege 
of m aking stated slave-hunting raids upon 
the native tribes surrounding th eir te rri­ 
tory. 
They are in fact of th a t peculiar 
species of freedom-Iovers who cannot tol­ 
erate liberty outside th eir own sect. 
In 
this they resem ble the P uritan fathers of 
New England, b u t the resem blance does 
not render them any th e more am iable or 
attractive. 
If left to them selves they 
would go on stealing negroes and enslaving 
them , diversifying these am usem ents by 
occasional raids for th e purpose of extend­ 
ing th eir territory. 
They are neither good 
nor peaceable neighbors, in fact, and their 
habits and custom s are quite barbarous and 
inhum an. 
Those, therefore, who adm ire 
th e pluck w ith which they have fought, 
m ust also recognize the fact th a t th eir de­ 
feat cannot be regarded as a m isfortune so 
far as the cause of hum an progress is con­ 


cerned. 


A S n a k e 's S t r a t e g y . —A Georgia man 
was fishing near a rock under which was a 
snake's den, th e other day, when the rep­ 
tile came gliding up from a foraging expe­ 
dition and was disappearing in the hole 
under th e rock, when, w ith a dexterous 
m ovem ent, the man seized him by the tail 
and threw him tw enty feet away. 
The 
snake hardly knew w hat had happened, 
and again essayed to enter his domicile in 
th e same m anner. 
Again he was treated 
as before. 
N ever despairing, for a third 
tim e th e w ily serpent approached the reck. 
T his tim e he came deliberately, as if con­ 
tem plating th e situation. 
A rriving at the 
m outh of the hole he deliberately coiled 
him self up and p u t o at his long tongue, as 
if to take in th e full situation. 
For a 
w hile he m aintained this defensive position, 
when he carefully began to uncoil, a t the 
same tim e disappearing tail forem ost into 
th e den, to the adm iration of th e man who 
had been am using himself a t his expente.

YUBA 
DAM. 


A representative of the M arysville A p ­ 
peal who visiteil the south side of the 
Y uba river W ednesday, after giving a de­ 
scription of w hat he saw, th u s concludes : 
T he Y uba brush dam w¿s also visited. 
The earth-w ork connection is undam aged. 
The w ater stood very high in th e reservoir, 
b u t th a t part is now dry. 
Up stream 
about one hundred and fifty yards, next 
the south levee, there is visible a bank of 
deposit which extends on a plane far up 
stream . 
Between th a t bank and 
the 
earth-w ork, however, th e deposit was cut 
out and sw ept along northw ard to th e o u t­ 
let afforded by the break in the dam. 
The 
first break in the dam is from 200 to 300 
feet across, b u t there is no stream through 
it, and it is easily crossed. 
To the next 
break is a distance of several hundred 
yards. Betw een the two the dam was high, 
but in m any places only its crest is now 
visible. 
The deposit above is six or seven 
feet on a level, and ju st below the same 
sections of the dam the level is perhaps 
only tw o or three feet less. 
The second 
break is from 500 to S00 feet across, and a 
large volume of w ater passes through. 
N orth of this channel is a continuation of 
the great and deep fields of deposit, b ut 
they cannot be reached except from the 
north side. 
The dam, except witere ap­ 
proached by the channel leading to or 
through a break, is covered alm ost to the 
top and very solid. 
It looks as if th a t 
portion is solid enough to stand a hundred 
floods. 
If th e present gap w ere closed 
early in th e sum m er aud th e w ater once 
•more evenly distributed so as to flow over 
aüd through th e dam a t various places all 
Slimmer and allow the present channels to 
fill and solidify, as they certainly would, 
there would be 110 more trouble about 
washouts. 
The dam would stay there 
surely and he solid enough to build upon, 
if the original plans of the engineers should 
be followed up. B ut any visitor to the dam 
now cannot b u t be credulous in regard to 
th e claims of the authorities th at it would 
take tw o or three years to fill the reservoir. 
On the contrary, however, the visitor can­ 
not doubt th a t th e great qu an tity of d - 
bris restrained during th e flood, before or 
despite the breaks, would have done great 
(lanug« had it> been auKieil to the fjuautlty 
th a t has reached M arysville, aud been 
piled 
up against tin bridge and other 
places, or scattered over agricultural lands, 
or by its raising the river bed during the 
high w ater, 
lia d the sand and siiekens 
th a t has covered m any hundreds of acres 
of the reservoir, five, six or seven feet deep, 
perhaps, not been restrained, b ut brought 
aloDg down the stream six or eight mile3, 
tilling as it came, who can tell w hat the re­ 
su lt would have been, a3 far as M arysville 
was concerned ?

RECAPTURED AT LAST. 


C h arles 
C a m p b e ll,. th e 
F ug itiv o , 
R e ar­ 
re ste d a n d B ro u g h t B ack to th e C ity. 


W hile the circumstance in relation to the 
arrest and escape o f Charles Campbell, alias 
Winfield Scott, alias Charles Bates, alias 
H enry Ensign, alias Baker, which occurred 
in October last, has probably ceased to be 
fresh in the minds of m any readers, the case 
has been 
unrem ittingly followed by the 
police authorities, aud he has a t last been 
ream sted near N apa and brought back to 
Sacramento. 
The facts prelim inary to his 
arrest aud escape were that, about the m id­ 
dle of October, Chief K archer received a com­ 
munication from the Chief of Police of San 
Jose, notifying him of an aggravated ease of 
outrage committed by th¡3 ruaD, and urging 
a certainty of his arrest at all hazards if he 
could be 
found. 
Inform ation 
was also 
given 
th at 
Campbell 
was 
a 
married 
man 
and 
th at 
his 
wife had 
shipped 
her furniture 
in 
boxes marked to this 
city, and hence it was expected they were 
intending to m ake this their home or point 
of communication. 
An officer was detailed 
to watch the m atter, and the woman came 
and located on Nineteenth, between N and 0 
afreets, but her husband did not appear. The 
house was watched day and night iiy the 
police. W hile this was being done, and while 
Campbell was en route to this city, he stopped 
at the residence of a man named Coyle, about 
eight miles from Sacramento, on the Jack ­ 
son road, with whom he was acquainted, aud 
during a Bhort absence of Mr. Coyle from 
the house stole 5(500, which the latter had hid 
in a tin box in one of his rooms. 
Campbell 
at once decamped, and Mr. Coyle, imme­ 
diately noticing that the money had been 
taken, notified Chief Karcher. 
The watch 
at the place where Mrs. Campbell lived was 
then doubled, and the next day. 
th r o u g h a l e t t e r from h e r h u sb a n d , 
Sent by a third party, it was ascertained that 
Campbell was on the lower Stockton road 
about four miles from the city. 
Officer Fra- 
zee went there and found him upon the ranch 
of Mr. Curtis, where, after a hot chase, he 
was arrested. 
It will further be remembered th at while 
he was pretending to go and point out the 
place where he had hid the money stolen 
from Coyle, he struck Air. Curtis a heavy 
blow with a wrench and effected his escape. 
He was followed t<> near the St. Joseph Cem­ 
etery and there lost sight of. 
The whole po­ 
lice force immediately went out in search of 
him, but he could not be found. 
The watch 
over Mrs. Campbell’s place of residence was 
then resumed with increased diligence. Soon 
after, a letter which she endeavored to send 
to her husband was intercepted by the Chief, 
and to prevent the possibility of her com­ 
municating with Campbell she was taken to 
the police jail and ke¡ t there about two 
weeks. 
M eantime the light was kept burn­ 
ing evenings at the house on Nineteenth street, 
and Campbell's dog tied outside, as if Mrs. 
Campbell was still there, with the expectation 
that he might be thus decoyed. Afterdetaining 
her in jail a couple of weeks, without the de­ 
sired result, she was released, and her move­ 
ments watched. 
A bout ten days afterwards 
it was asieitained th at she was making ar­ 
rangements to leave the city. 
The Chief of 
Police managed to get a private m ark upon 
the boxes in which she was packing her 
goods, and by watch set for these at the 
freight office it was found Bhe had shipped 
them to Napa. 
W hen this was ascertained 
and Mrs. Campbell started, officer Frazee 
was sent upon the same train and 
sh a d o w e d h e r m ovem ents 
U ntil she was settled at housekeeping in th at 
place, when the m atter was placed in the 
hands of City M arshal, M r. Allen, to work 
up the case and keep Chief Karcher posted 
in reference to all facts and any clues ob­ 
tained. 
I t was believed, and even known 
from information obtained while she was still 
i n ‘[this city, that she would 
communi­ 
cate with him wherever she was. 
I t was 
also known that she expected to hear from 
him by personals in 
a 
San 
Francisco 
paper, 
as 
she.' 
each 
day 
while in 
jail here, would ask to see it, anil upon being 
watched (without her knowledge) it was seen 
th at she at once ex amined the list of personal 
cards anil then laid aside the paper without 
paying further attention to it. 
These per­ 
sonals were watched, and between the 2d of 
i November and the 23i instant sixteen were 
found to have been published by them in 
answer to each other, but in so blind a man­ 
ner as to be but as in cypher to others. As a 
specimen of these, one reads as follows: 
“ Our baby girl is dead ; send m— immedi­ 
ately. 
Same name as Ventura, by express. 
Don't fail. 
N apa pop. 
O. S. R .” This 
was a call from her to have him send her 
some inouty. Another read: “ Napa, There’s 
a spy in the house; be careful how ycu act, 
as you have been spotted.” The last card by 
him was published on the 23J, and read : 
“ Pap. 
O. S. I,, sent m 
by express. 
E ight d 
; 
will send more soon. 
All 
well. 
O. S. L .” 
“By means of these his whereabouts were 
found several times, but as soon as a trace 
was obtained be would change his location. 
H e never mailed a letter a t a postoffice, but 
would put it on the cars or on a stage, and 
thus it would receive a mark at the next or a 
distant office from w here it was sent. 
Sev­ 
eral trips were made by officer Frazee aud 
M arshal Allen to points where it was known 
he had been, but his stsy was so short and 
HIS TRACKS SO WELL COVERED 
T hat he was not gained sight of until two or 
three days’ since. 
Last Saturday or Sunday 
it was ascertained th at Mrs. Campbell had 
just received some money, and th at it was 
sent from Oakville, a place about sixteen 
miles from Napa. 
A description of the man 
who sent it was immediately obtained by 
M arshal Allen from the express agent at Oak­ 
ville, and it proved to be Campbell. 
The 
M arshal at once took his son and another offi­ 
cer known as “ B ill,” and went to th at place, 
i w hen it was found that Campbell was work­ 
ing upon a ranch as a sort of carpenter, about 
half a mile away. 
Plans were at once made 
for his arrest, and in such a manner as to 
avoid a possibility of his escape, as it was 
anticipated th at he would be desperate. 
The 
rancher was seen in town and the facts of the 
case stated to him, and he was asked to aid 
in the m atter by getting Campbell to c >me 
into town. 
I t was arranged th at Allen 
would go and tear off some of the rancher’s 
pickets, some distance frota the house, and 
the rancher was to notice and have Campbell 
go with him to repair it. 
I t was accordingly 
dime, and when they got to the place where 
the fence was demolished, and Campbell was 
about to fix it, it was discovered th at their 
nails were not the right size, and so they 
drove to town to get some others and called 
at the 9tore which had been selected. 
For 
some reason Campbell did not go in, but re­ 
mained out-ide in the bnggy. 
Officer Bid 
sat in the store in a pretended sleep, aud 
finding th at Campbell did not come in, 
he got up, and, as if half awake and stretch­ 
ing, sallied carelessly out upon the porch, and 
in this iudilferent way passed within reach 
of Campbell, when he sprung upon him and 
made ture work of his prisoner. 
Marshal 
Allen and his son were also immediately by 
to head off his escape, and fully armed. 
As 
soon as he saw th at he was caught, he re­ 
: marked, “ Well, you’ve got me at last; it’s 
all right.” 
He was taken to Napa, aud yes­ 
terday officer Frazee and M arshal Allen 
brought Campbell and his wife to this city, 
and they are lodged in the city jail. 
The 
case has been a very intricate one to work up, 
and the success u-hich 
has finally 
been 
achieved reflects great credit upon M arshal 
Allen, of Napa, as also Chief Karcher and 
other officers connected with the arrest. 
The 
ease has incurred a heavy expense, which 
has been paid by the officers engaged upon it. 
Some three months ago the Chief of Folies 
received a letter from Mrs. Campbell threat­ 
ening to come here in the spring and sue him 
for 810,000 damages for false imprisonment, 
having reference to the time she was in_ jail im­ 
mediately after Campbell’* escape. W hen she 
arriv al yesterday the Chief m et her pleas­ 
antly and asked her if she had come to com­ 
mence suit against him. 
She is arrested and 
held as an accessory after the fact in relation 
to the robberv of Oovle.

ready requests of the prosecuting witne-.-ea.

M ayor and Boards of Trustees drifted help­ 
lessly into this fast-rising flood of^ debt.

constantly augmenting and alarming propor­ 
tions threatened at no distant day to involve 
the prop^py of citizens in the common ruin 
of overwhelming taxation.

tioned Judge B eatty proposed and, by his 
own exertions, and largely at his own cost, 
put into operation his plan.
